A true prize for any collector-~a GEM Morgan pattern half 
dollar. These very rare patterns have an appeal outside of the 
specially, sometimes collected alongside advanced sets of 
Morgan dollars. Morgan's Liberty facing left is framed by a 
beaded border and E PLURIBUS UNUM and stars around. The 
reverse shows a standing eagle, wings outstretched a cartouche 
with IN GOD WE TRUST and arrows and olive branch in his 
talons. Struck in copper with a reeded edge, this exceptionally 
rare pattern is rated as R-7+ (fewer than half a dozen estimated 
to be known). 


Richly toned copper surfaces are deeply reflective and show 
varying shades of brown, gold, and green hues. The obverse 
is razor sharp, some of the highest points of the central reverse 
devices are mostly complete with only slight weakness in the 
breast feathers. The eye appeal is exceptional. 


There are no records for this coin in 
auction. An NGC PR65 BN sold in October 2010 for $23,000 
anda coin in ANR's June 2005 auction, graded PR67 BN by 
NGC sold for a whopping $80,500, a coin that is now ensconced 
in the Bob Simpson Collection. This coin is the second finest 
example. There is a current value of $37,500 in CU, and the 
10th edition of Judd lists a $42,000 value in PR65. This is a very 
important issue for any advanced collector and should sell for a 
strong price, Good luck!

The core of this collection are the matte proof Lincoln 
cents, and immediately you will notice they are wildly high 
end and are pristine in terms of originality. The Proof 20C 
pieces are to die for. The 1846 $1 PCGS MS64+ blows 
away many MS65 Seated Liberty dollars we have ever 
seen. While the grand highlight, the $20 1909 PCGS PR66 
CAG, is unlike any that have been on the market since it 
was purchased by Legend out of an auction in 1994! 


Sadly, the guardian of the 1994 collection passed away 
unexpectedly earlier this year. His memory will live on 
with the world knowing about his great collection of coins. 
Even though these coins have been off the market only 23 
years, the quality and freshness are unrivaled.

Watery 
reflective mirrors are draped with a rich layer of lilac-slate, 
teal-blue, and accents of rose-gold toning. Nicely produced and 
nicely preserved, this GEM has only a few mint made lint marks 
in the fields. 


Only 600 proofs were struck. PCGS 26, NGC 26, CAC 6. This is 
the sole PR65+ on the PCGS Population Report, with only a dozen 
coins graded finer in the non-cameo category. Since this coin has 

been off the market since 1994, there is no record for a PR65+. 

Only GAG approved PR65 to sell was an NGC coin that realized

The era was a whirlwind of activity at the mint with innovative new designs and new techniques that were inspired by what was 
being done in various European mints. In 1907, the Liberty series, which had been produced with a polished or brilliant finish came 
to an end and with it came the masterfully artistic and innovative designs of Augustus St. Gaudens ($10 and $20) and Bela Lion 
Pratt ($2.50 and $5). Mint officials reported that the new designs would not lend themselves to the traditional Brilliant finish, and 
anew process, which had been in use at the Paris and Royal mints was employed. The sandblast, or matte proofs were struck 
for commercial sale in 1908 to Collector's. The finish, which was created by blasting the struck coins with sand left something to 
be desired for contemporary Collector's (while today matte proofs with their original olive-gold patina are highly desirable; they 
were seen as dark and unattractive at the time of issue), A second finish, what we know today as the Roman or Satin finish, have 
long been subject of debate of how they were produced. There has been much confusion, as unlike the matte process where mint 
documents state that the coins were subjected to an actual blast of sand, there is no documentary evidence of the process of die 
and planchet preparation. The cataloger (GC) had an informative conversation with John Dannreuther (who has been studying U.S. 
Gold Proofs for soon to be published encyclopedia), regarding the process. The original theory was that the dies were treated with 
an acid solution that would etch the surface. Today experts believe that the Satin Finish dies were produced by sand blasting the 
dies before striking, and then leaving the finished coins as is, without blasting them again. Due to their somewhat different texture, 
Wayte Raymond called them Brilliant Matte Proofs’ as the color was a brighter, yellow gold with a satiny lustrous surface, and 
perhaps his term is a fair assessment of what they are. In our discussion, JD explained that in the past, numismatic experts thought 
multiple finishes were employed, as individual coins do look different from each other, some being quite grainy in appearance 
to others that have a more vibrant, nearly prooflike lustrous surface. Today, however, it is believed that only one die finish was 
employed, with the finish wearing off with each successive coin struck, explaining these differences. While only 166 coins were 
struck, you can see Clearly distinct die states, from those struck early on with highly granular surfaces to those struck later on
